Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Limitations in claims 1 and 5 proposed to clarify over Barbulesco et 
al. The box in applicant's invention is able to be supported by rotating supports 170 and 172 (figure 5a) allowing for 
elevator to return to second position without conveying box along path. Language of "substantially same position" 
addressed because of possible interpretation as referring to goods relative to the box not the position of the box. 
Proposed limitations initially seem to overcome the teachings of Barbulesco et al..
